MEXICO ENDS MAIL ORDER DIVORCES 
Surprising as it may stand, the Supreme Court of Mexico has 
rendered a decision th a t not only rciorms the divorce practices In th at 
country, but raisqs a doubt regarding the legality of many of the di­ 
vorces th at have been granted in the past. In a nutshell, it decides th a t 
there can be no divorce unless both parties to the suit be given a hear­ 
ing. This makes null and void the easy laws in at least four or five of 
the Mexican states. Heretofore in these states it was not necessary that 
more than one of the parties should appear at the hearing. It was even 
easier than that. Very often the applicant for the divorce was not pres­ 
ent, his deposition coming by mail.

Your paper, on Monday last, con­ 
tained item to the effect th at 
the 
State Highway Departm ent intend­ 
ed to reconstruct and improve a sec­ 
tion of Cascade street.

To Utah falls the distinction of be­ 
ing the 36th state to act, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Ohio acted earlier in the 
day.

The 19 automatically wet states 
are: Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Illinois, Ind­ 
iana, Louisiana, Maryland, Montana, 
Nevada, New Jersey, New 
Mexico, 
New York. Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, Washington, and Wis­ 
consin. 
Five other 
states, 
Iowa,
